O Sister of mentally ill patient who froze to death reacts to inquiry report

The sister of a mentally ill senior 
who froze to death outside the 
Alberta Hospital said the 68-year- 
old should never have been 
alone — and doubts government 
recommendations to prevent 
similar deaths will be followed. 

“It’s negligence,” said Esther 
Gehler, whose sister, Lorraine 
Adolph, went missing after 
being let outside to smoke a ciga¬ 
rette at the mental-health facili¬ 
ty Dec. 4, 2008. 

Her body was found a week 
later behind an abandoned hos¬ 
pital building. 

Among the report recommen¬ 
dations was a need for a secure 
outdoor area for smoking for 
those who “would not otherwise 
have ground privileges.” 

“Those are rules, and they’re 
good rules, but will have to be 
carried out,” Gehler said. 

Adolph, who was 
schizophrenic, was brought to 
the hospital “because it had 
security,” after “wandering 
around the Stony Plain hospital, 


Recommendations 


► The report advised having a 
search leader on every shift at 
the mental-health facility. 

► A secure smoking area, better 
communication and training, and 
a plan to contact police if a 
patient is not located in reason¬ 
able time were also among the 
recommendations.

and then escaping,” said Gehler. 

While Gehler is pleased better 
searches are advised, she said 
she wishes a better effort had 
been made to find Adolph, who 
died 400 metres from the door. 

“They should have gone out 
searching by foot. There were 
only young guys driving around. 
The policeman that found her, 
found her accidentally when he 
saw her jacket.” 

Ruth Adria of the Elder Advo¬ 
cates of Alberta Society was “out¬ 
raged” by the report. 

Adria said she’s disgusted no 
staff were terminated or charged 
after Adolph’s death.

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It’s not the night before 
Christmas, but it’s close — 
and that’s what worries 
city charities. 

The kettle campaign for 
the Salvation Army draws 
to a close Saturday. 
Spokesperson Karen Dia¬ 
per said as of this past 
weekend, just over 
$302,000 had been donat¬ 
ed. 

But $450,000 is needed -

about $10,000 last year.

Around 10,000 women 
marched through central 
Cairo demanding Egypt’s 
ruling military step down 
Tuesday in an unprecedent¬ 
ed show of outrage over 
soldiers who dragged 
women by the hair and 
stomped on them, and 
stripped one half-naked in 
the street during a fierce 
crackdown on activists 
over the past week. 

The dramatic protest, 
which grew as the women 
marched from Tahrir 
Square through downtown, 
was fuelled by the widely 
circulated images of abuses 
of women. Many of the 
marchers touted the photo 
of the young woman whose 
clothes were partially 


pulled off by troops, baring 
her down to her blue bra, 
as she struggled on the 
ground. 

“Tantawi stripped your 
women naked, come join 
us,” the crowd chanted to 
passersby, referring to Field 
Marshal Hussein Tantawi, 
the head of the military 
council that has ruled 
Egypt since the Feb. 11 fall 
of Hosni Mubarak. “The 
daughters of Egypt are a 
red line,” they chanted. 

“The girl dragged 
around is just like my 
daughter,” said Um Hos- 
sam, a 54-year old woman 
in traditional black dress 
and a headscarf at Tues¬ 
day’s march. 

Ringed by a protective 


chain of men, the women 
marched from Tahrir to the 
Journalists’ Syndicate, sev¬ 
eral blocks away, chanting 
slogans demanding the 
military council step down. 

Two sisters, Yomna and 
Tasneem Shams, said they 
never took part in previous 
protests because their par¬ 
ents wouldn’t allow them. 
But they happened to be 
downtown Tuesday and 
spontaneously joined the 
women’s march. 

“No one should ever be 
beaten for expressing their 
opinion,” Yomna, 19, said. 
“I am proud I took part in 
today’s protest. I feel I can 
tell my kids I have done 
something for them in the 
future.”

A Ukrainian organization 
of topless women activists 
says three of its members 
were abducted by security 
officers during a protest 
against Belarus authoritari¬ 
an president, beaten, hu¬ 
miliated and left naked in 
a forest. 

The group, called Fe- 
men, is widely known in 
Ukraine and neighbouring 
countries for its demon¬ 
strations in which women 
bare their breasts to draw 
attention to an array of 
causes. 

A statement on Femen’s 
website Tuesday says the 
three were seized by 
agents of the Belarusian 
KGB at Minsk’s train sta¬ 
tion on Monday evening, 
several hours after they 
held a protest against Pres¬ 
ident Alexander 

Lukashenko. 

Femen said they were 
blindfolded and driven in a 
bus to the Gomel region, 
200 kilometres southeast

of the capital. There, they 
were taken to a forest, 
beaten and forced to un¬ 
dress, doused with oil and 
threatened with being set 
on fire. Their captors 
hacked off their hair with 
knives and turned them 
loose in the woods, the 
group said. 

The women were able to 
walk from the forest to a 
nearby village, the state¬ 
ment said. 

The three had bared 
their breasts on the steps 
of the KGB headquarters in 
Minsk on Monday in a 
demonstration against 
Lukashenko on the first 
anniversary of his re-elec¬ 
tion.

Alberta may 
benefit from 
new health 
transfer plan 

Alberta’s premier says she 
likes Ottawa’s plan for 
health-care funding and 
she suggests the province 
is likely to end up ahead 
financially 

Alison Redford told a 
Calgary rotaiy club that 
Jim Flaherty’s plan 
acknowledges for the first 
time that Alberta needs to 
be treated equally on a 
per-capita basis. 

Alberta currently 
receives a lower per-capita 
transfer payment from the 
federal government than 
other provinces. 

Redford said the dispar¬ 
ity costs her province an 
additional $900 million a 
year. 

The province hasn’t run 
the numbers yet, but she 
expects Alberta’s books 
will see a net 
improvement with the 
new formula.

Yong Kang has played a 
role in developing vaccines 
for polio and hepatitis B. 

Now, the University of 
Western Ontario re¬ 
searcher has earned ap¬ 
proval from the U.S. 
government to start hu¬ 
man clinical trials on what 
could be a breakthrough 
vaccination for preventing 
HIV. 

The vaccine — technical¬ 
ly named SAV001 — is the 
result of nearly 20 years 
worth of work at Western 
labs. 

Kang, a molecular virolo¬ 
gist, started studying the 
way HIV reproduces after 
landing in London during 
the early 1990s. About 10 
years ago, he turned his fo¬ 
cus toward developing a 
vaccine — something that 
he first thought would be a 
relatively simply task. 

“Turns out, it was a veiy 
challenging problem,” he 


said. 

With the first of three 
trial phases set to begin in 
January, best-case scenario 
would see Kang’s product 
on the market in five years. 
His vaccine attacks the 
whole virus instead of at¬ 
tacking bits and pieces, 


which is the way vaccines 
in previous HIV trials 
worked. 

The vaccine will be pro¬ 
duced at plants in Mary¬ 
land and Colorado with 
funding from Sumagen. 
The Korean-based pharma¬ 
ceutical company estab¬ 


lished its Canadian head¬ 
quarters at Western’s re¬ 
search park in 2008 and 
has pumped about $50 mil¬ 
lion into Kang’s research. 

While HIV has been his 
key subject for many years, 
Kang said there’s no one 
thing that drew him to the

Canada’s annual inflation 
rate remained stubbornly 
high at 2.9 per cent last 
month as Canadians contin¬ 
ued to pay considerably 
more for food and gasoline 
than they had 12 months 
earlier. 

Statistics Canada said 
Tuesday that groceiy prices 
were up 5.7 per cent in No¬ 
vember compared with a 
year ago as consumers saw 
double-digit increases for 
such basics as fresh vegeta¬ 
bles and bread. The figures 
included a 1.3 per cent 
jump from October alone. 
Food prices, including 
restaurant meals, were 4.8 
per cent higher than a year 
earlier, the biggest such in¬ 
crease since July 2009, the 
federal agency said. 

Gasoline also continued 
to be a key driver of annual 
inflation, rising 13.5 per 
cent in November from 12 
months earlier. However,

gasoline price inflation is 
on a downward track after 
peaking in May at close to 
30 per cent. On a month-to- 
month basis, Canadians ac¬ 
tually paid 2.3 per cent less 
for gas in November than 
they did in October. 

The high cost of gasoline 
helped push the transporta¬ 
tion component up 5.7 per 
cent, although that was less 
than the 6.7 per cent gain 
recorded in October. 

Despite this, the Bank of 
Canada has repeatedly 
stressed that it is not wor¬ 
ried about inflation even 
though it has remained 
above the bank’s two per 
cent target for more than a 
year, the Canadian press

A tense and sometimes con¬ 
frontational Piers Morgan 
stood his ground before a 
judge-led inquiiy into me¬ 
dia ethics Tuesday, denying 
any connection to illegal 
phone hacking that has re¬ 
sulted in the closure of the 
newspaper he once edited 
and the arrest of friends 
and former colleagues. 

But the celebrity inter¬ 
viewer, who edited the 
News of the World Sunday 
and the Daily Mirror, re¬ 
fused to answer questions 
about the damning link be¬ 
tween himself and scandal 
— his 2006 acknowledg¬ 
ment that he had once lis¬ 
tened to a poignant phone 
message left by former Bea- 
tle Paul McCartney for his 
ex-wife Heather Mills. 

Mills has charged that 
there was no honest way 
Morgan could have heard 
the message — an allega¬ 
tion that could prove em¬ 
barrassing to CNN, which 
brought the 46-year-old 
journalist on board in Janu¬ 
ary to replace Lany King. 

Morgan refused to go in¬ 
to any detail about the mes¬ 
sage. “Pm not going to 
discuss where I heard it or 


who played it to me,” he 
told the inquiiy. 

Pressed by inquiiy chief 
Lord Justice Brian Leveson 
as to whether he could say 
anything to substantiate 
that he had obtained the 
message legally, Morgan 
said he could not. 

Morgan’s defence was 
part denial, part apology, 
and a healthy helping of “I 
don’t recall.” 

He said he didn’t think 
he’d ever heard an inter¬ 
cepted voicemail, and re¬ 
jected the suggestion that 
he had any direct contact 
with the detectives accused 
of cariying out many of the

I ICT It’s tough, writing an appreci- 

J ^ * ation of Christopher Hitchens, 

the brilliant essayist and 
author of God Is Not Great: 
How Religion Poisons Every¬ 
thing and the memoir Hitch 
22, to name a couple. 

Hitchens died last week, and an impres¬ 
sive array of pundits have tried to punch 
above their weight and write about 
Hitchens as well as Hitchens wrote about 
himself. 

_ _ The results have been admirable, 

although we could do without the manly memoirs from 
those who tried to match the master drink for drink and 
stay on their barstools. Typical of this school is Graydon 
Carter, the editor of Vanity Fair, who wrote that after hav¬ 
ing more drinks at lunch than most of us have in a 
lifetime at lunch, they stumbled back to the office and 
Hitchens “produced a 1,000-word column of near perfec¬ 
tion in under half an hour.” 

The other unsettling 
thing about the coverage is 
that it’s universally by guys 
about a guy. Hitchens 
famously maintained that 
women aren’t funny, and as 
far as I can tell, most 
women continue to hold 
that against him. 

Otherwise, just about 
everything you could ever 
say, hope to say or imagine 
that someone, someday 
might say has been written 
about Christopher Hitchens. 
So why bother to add to the 
pile? 

Maybe it’s because, as

Carter writes, “you felt as 
though he was writing to you and to you alone.” We all 
had a front row seat to The Show thanks to Hitchens, who 
would tackle any topic on our behalf, from Mother Teresa, 
whom he detested as the benign, loving face of 
oppression, to Holocaust denier David Irving, tolerating 
him and his odious outlook in the name of intellectual 
freedom. 

When you’re a writer, intellectual freedom is your most 
precious resource. Unless you write the truth (as you 
know it, in your heart) with complete fearlessness, you 
are producing weasel poop. At best. 

Hitchens was completely fearless. He proved it time and 
again, but most of all when he turned his back on the left 
to support the U.S. invasion of Iraq, arguing that “Islamo- 
fascism” is the greatest threat of our time. It started when 
the Ayatollah of Iran put a fatwah (a kind of assassination 
contract with religious trappings) on his good friend 
Salman Rushdie for writing The Satanic Verses. 

If it weren’t three sentences long, this quote about the 
fatwah from his memoir should be written on his tomb: 

“It was, if I can phrase it like this, a matter of everything I 
hated versus everything I loved. In the hate column: dicta¬ 
torship, religion, stupidity, demagogy, censorship, bully¬ 
ing and intimidation. In the love column: literature, irony, 
humour, the individual and the defense of free 
expression.” 

Christopher Hitchens, wherever you are, let ’er RIP.

Over the last decade, the 
number of pet-friendly 
dorms has been on the 
rise, albeit at a caged 
snail’s pace. In 2010 the 
New York Times put the 
number of campuses with 
pet-friendly housing at 
just 12, and most were 
small, private colleges. 

But 2012 may prove to 
be the tipping point, as 
many administrators in 
university housing say this 
is the hottest topic in their 
field. 

“In local meetings of 
[the Association of College 
and University] Housing 
Officers, we are often the 
institution that people are 
looking for answers from 
on this issue,” says Ben Fal¬ 
ter, the director of housing 
at Stetson University in 
Florida. Stetson currently 
has 60 pet-friendly individ¬ 
ual units on campus. “Peo¬ 
ple are really pressing to 
know how to do it and 
how it’s working for us.” 


Stetson became pet- 
friendly in 2010, after in¬ 
coming president Wendy 
B. Libby pressed the issue. 
Libby is the former presi¬ 
dent of Stephens College, 
ranked second-most pet- 
friendly school in the na¬ 
tion by Petside.com. 

But even at the most lib¬ 
eral colleges, many admin¬ 
istrators still see pitfalls. 

“We had a lot of discus¬ 
sion around things like, 
will dorms be inspected to 
ensure that animals are 


well cared for? Who will 
be responsible for that? 
How will we set stan¬ 
dards?” says Unity Col¬ 
lege’s assistant professor 
of wildlife, Sarah Cunning¬ 
ham. Unity decided 
against pet-friendly dorms 
this year. 

“You have to have a 
plan to make sure you’re 
taking care of these ani¬ 
mals humanely if, as a col¬ 
lege, you’re going to be 
responsible for students 
having animals.”

The improvements are attributed to a 
new anti-friction coating for the pistons, a 
faster-activating on-demand AWD system as 
well as a revised five-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission. 


Getting CR-V owners to work, the gym, or the 
daycare is a revised 2.4-litre four-cylinder engine that 
makes 185 horsepower and 163 pound-feet of 
torque, which is slightly more than the previous 2.4. 

From observation, Honda engineers have largely 
succeeded at smoothing out the CR-V’s ride and cre¬ 
ating a quieter interior. On the down side, the newly 
installed “Motion-Adaptive” electric power-assisted 
steering (called EPAS) feels a bit numb, especially 
when driving straight down the highway.

Calling all cool moms;

Of course Honda’s popu¬ 
lar tall wagon isn’t just for 
active women with tod¬ 
dlers in tow, but according 


to the automaker, the 
“cool moms” segment 
makes up, or significantly 
influences, the largest por¬ 
tion of CR-V buyers. They, 
along with others seeking 
a roomy ride with all- 
weather, all-road capabili¬ 
ty, will appreciate the 
vehicle’s car-lilce behav¬ 
iour and economical oper¬ 


ation. 

CR-V devotees will not 
easily spot the latest ver¬ 
sion of Honda’s compact 
“cute ute” since it closely 
mirrors the outgoing ver¬ 
sion in all key exterior di¬ 
mensions. 

What’s more, the gener¬ 
al shape remains only 
moderately tinlcered-with, 


including updated nose 
and tail section plus a 
more dramatically shaped 
rear roof pillar that intro¬ 
duces a bit more drama to 
the vehicle’s styling. Hon¬ 
da claims that the new CR- 
V’s shape, along with 
modifications to the un¬ 
dercarriage to increase air 
flow, has reduced fuel-rob¬ 


bing aerodynamic drag by 
eight per cent. 

Honda seems content 
with not rocking the boat 
with its latest CR-V, per¬ 
haps sensing that the time 
isn’t quite right to intro¬ 
duce a totally clean-sheet 
design. 

The cool-mom crowd 
would likely agree.

Amidst the hoopla sur¬ 
rounding the kickoff to 
the 2012 model year, we 
pause to remember those 
vehicles for which the ride 
has ended. Some will be 
sadly missed, while others 
expire unloved and un¬ 
wanted. Here are some of 
the more significant de¬ 
partures. 

Buick Lucerne 

Buiclc’s big cruiser lasted 
six model years and was 
the flag bearer for a legion 
of mostly geriatric owners 
who loved the sensible 
styling, creamy ride and 
full-load accoutrements. 

The front-wheel-drive 
Lucerne received the ulti¬ 
mate compliment when 
General Motors shoe¬ 
horned 292 horses worth 
of Cadillac V-8 between its 
front fenders as an up¬ 
grade to the base V-6. 
Changing times and a di¬ 
minishing customer base 
spelled the end for this 
land yacht. 

Cadillac STS and DTS 

In one well-aimed shot 
Cadillac scored a direct hit 
on two of its well-aged 
sedans, sinking them both. 

The STS deserved a bet¬ 
ter fate — and a styling re¬ 
fresh — while the frumpy 
DTS was well past its expi¬ 
ration date. With Cadil¬ 
lac’s designers focused on 
maintaining the CTS 
coupe, sedan and wagon 
family and its CTS-V per¬ 
formance variants, the 


writing was on the garage 
wall for the STS/DTS duo. 

Chevrolet Aveo 

General Motors is proudly 
celebrating the 100th an¬ 
niversary of the division 
that Louis Chevrolet 
helped build, but the 
Aveo’s role in the brand’s 
success probably won’t 
gamer much notice. 

The sub-compact sedan 
and hatchback (imported 
from Korea by GM’s Dae¬ 
woo subsidiary) never re¬ 
ceived much respect 
throughout its eight-year 
lifespan. However, the 
Aveo transported many a 
student to school and, as a 
second car, was the gro¬ 
cery cart for many a house¬ 
hold. 

It wasn’t terribly fancy, 
but it did what it was built 
to do inexpensively and 
without complaint. 

Dodge Nitro 

The original Jeep Liberty- 
based concept was outta- 


sight gorgeous, but the at¬ 
titude-adjusted result was 
disappointing. 

The Nitro cried out for a 
more spirited powertrain 
(something bolder than 
the Liberty’s anemic 210- 
horsepower V-6), some re¬ 
ally big concept-car-type 
wheels and a higher-grade 
interior. 

Cost and corner cutting, 
not enough attention to 
detail and no big honking 
V-8 under the hood caused 
the Nitro to explode at the 
end of the 2011 model 
year. 

Honda Element 

The Element was fun, 
funky and crazy practical. 
The interior was big 
enough to tote plenty of 
bulky stuff. 

Honda bragged that you 
could actually use a garden 
hose to clean out its water- 
resistant interior (wonder 
if anyone actually did 
that!). The tall roofline 
made its passengers ap¬ 


pear undersized, but that 
was part of the Element’s 
bread truck charm. And 
available all-wheel-drive 
turned it into the ideal ski- 
bum wagon. 

We hope Honda’s skunk 
works is readying some¬ 
thing equally bizzaro as a 
replacement. 

Dodge Dakota and 
Ford Ranger 

These inexpensive small 
pickups served the needs 
of numerous truck owners 
who didn’t require a full- 
size hauler. 

The compact Ford 
Ranger is perhaps the best 
known of the bunch, hav¬ 
ing faithfully served its 
owners for nearly three 
decades. 

On the other hand, the 
somewhat larger Dakota 
was a viable alternative to 
its stouter Ram siblings. 
Both Ranger and Dakota 
were neglected by their re¬ 
spective companies of late 
and have now departed. 



Volvo S40/V50 

Volvo’s plan of moving to a 
more upscale perch likely 
leaves little room for its 
entiy-level sedan and wag¬ 
on. 

That’s a shame since eveiy 
brand needs at least one or 
two models within the av¬ 
erage Joe or Jane’s budget, 
even if that budget is 
stretched to the max. 

For now the cucumber- 
cool C30 hatchback re¬ 
mains, but rumours of its 
demise are already circu¬ 
lating. 


Saab 

As of this writing, it’s un¬ 
sure whether Saab’s three- 
model lineup that remains 
on life support will be 
around much longer. Prior 
to being absorbed by Dutch- 
based supercar builder 
Spylcer, the once-proud 
Swede was owned by Gen¬ 
eral Motors, which dialed 
out much of the quirkiness 
that made the brand popu¬ 
lar. Bailout funds from Chi¬ 
na are reportedly in the 
works, but the outlook for 
Saab’s eventual recoveiy 
appears bleak.

Like the Azera and Gene¬ 
sis that came after it, the 
Hyundai XG350 aimed to 
give shoppers a cut-price 
taste of the automotive 
high-life.

Hyundai created a luxu¬ 
rious atmosphere, 
installed plenty of 
hardware and priced the 
entire thing for the 
relative masses. 



Common issues 

Several owners report nig¬ 
gling electronic and 
sensor-related issues, so 
ensure all accessories 
function as expected and 
look for any “Check 
Engine” or “Airbag/SRS” 
lights in the instrument 
cluster. 

Note the engine’s 
performance, particularly 
when accelerating from a 
stop. Some owners report 
inconsistent responses 
from the throttle, ranging 
from “lurching” off the 
line to a lack of power. 
This may be accompanied 
by trouble codes or a 
check-engine light. 


Engine 

Look for a 3.5-litre V-6 en¬ 
gine, automatic transmis¬ 
sion and front-wheel drive in all 
models — other than the 2001. 

For that year, the car was called 
the XG300, due to its smaller 3-litre, 
190-horsepower V-6. 



What owners 
like 

Owners like the XG’s 
ride, interior styling, comfort lev¬ 
els and generous equipment list. 
Few reported issues with interior 
roominess or trunk space. Styling 
was also typically rated highly. 


What owners 
dislike 

Common complaints 
include road noise, a dim 
instrument panel and sub-par 
audio components. 

Fuel mileage is also rated 
somewhat poorly. 


Verdict 

The main draw to the XG350 
as a used car should be its 
price. Have the vehicle 
inspected by a Hyundai me¬ 
chanic and spend a bit of the 
cost savings on the extended 
warranty, if available. 





The bad roads make good 
cars at auto test facilities

Before any new vehicle de¬ 
sign makes it to market, it 
must undergo extensive 
testing, with much of it 
done at special facilities 
called proving grounds. 
These contain the same 
road conditions as you’d 
find in the real world, in¬ 
cluding broken concrete 
and potholes. 

The difference is that 
while real roads start out 
smooth and gradually dete¬ 
riorate, the rough ones in 
proving grounds have to be 
made that way right from 
the start. 

“We’ve got a wide vari¬ 
ety of roads that we use,” 
says Frank Barhorst, super¬ 
visor of the Product Usage 
Measurements and Applica¬ 
tions at General Motors’ fa¬ 
cility in Milford, Michigan. 

“We test on bad roads 
and good roads. It all de¬ 
pends on what you’re look¬ 
ing for.” 


The Milford Proving 
Grounds contains a wide va¬ 
riety of surfaces, including 
smooth asphalt, worn con¬ 
crete, gravel roads and 
closely-set ridges called 
chatter bumps, along with 
a railway crossing, highway 
overpass and off-road cours¬ 
es. Engineers drive over the 
surfaces to evaluate such 
considerations as handling, 
durability and vehicle 
noise, including interior 
squeaks and rattles. 

The rough roads don’t 
have to look like the real 
thing, but they must accu¬ 
rately reproduce the same 
conditions. Milford’s “pot¬ 
holes” are actually made of 
metal and set into the road 
surface. 

The engineers can even 
recreate actual roads, using 
an innovative scanner that 
produces a 3-D digital repre¬ 
sentation in millimeters as 
it’s driven along. 

The digital data is used 
both for the test road and 
for a computer simulation 
used during the vehicle’s 
initial design. 

“We can predict the 
loads that a vehicle will see

before one’s even built,” 
Barhorst says. 

“That’s the best way to 
do this type of work.” 

The simulation is so ac¬ 
curate that driving the real 
car on the real road usually 
just confirms what the 
computer predicted. 

One of the toughest 
things can be finding con¬ 
struction crews to build the 
type of road they’d normal¬ 
ly be fixing. Although there 
are a few firms that special¬ 
ize in building proving 
grounds, there are always 
challenges. 

“It takes a very special¬ 
ized company,” Barhorst 
says. “It sometimes takes 
discussion and sharing se¬ 
crets. It’s one of the more 
interesting and fun parts of 
my job.”
